GERMANY SAID TO BE FURNISH 
ING ARMS. 


Sensational Declaration Made by the 
London Times—German 
Papers 
Accuse Secretary Chamberlain of 
Duplicity—The Matabele Uprising 
Causes Much Uneasiness. 


London, April 20.—The Times pub 
lishes information going to show that 
the arming of the inhabitants of the 
Transvaal, which is going forward with 
such energy, is being assisted from Ger­ 
man sources. 
A Cape town dispatch to the Times 
says: “A Barberton telegram reports 
that the German steamer Bundesrath 
arrived at Delagoa bay April 14 and St. 
Komati April 15. The passengers were 
not disposed to allow their luggage to 
be examined. Searchers, however, un­ 
earthed numerous military accouter­ 
ments. A German officer subsequently 
produced a passport, and the party pro­ 
ceeded to Pretoria, the capital of the 
Transvaal.” 
The 
Berlin correspondent of the 
Standard says that the German press is 
indulging in the bitterest comments up­ 
on England’s action in South Africa, in 
which they see a direct menace to the 
Transvaal. They charge Colonial Sec­ 
retary Chamberlain with duplicity in 
his statements to parliament and in his 
messages to President Krueger. 
The Standard’s correspondent also 
says that it is again reported that the 
German government intends to intro­ 
duce a new cannon into the army . 
The Daily News says that military 
authorities consider that the appoint­ 
ment of General 
Carrington, British 
commander at Gibraltar, who has been 
ordered to the Cape of Good Hope to 
take command of the British forces in 
Matabeleland, is a measure of precau­ 
tion, and that it will probably be fol­ 
lowed by the dispatch of more troops. 
Telegrams have been sent summoning 
every officer on furlough in Great Brit­ 
ain from the cape to return to duty 
without delay. 
The Chronicle (liberal), commenting 
• upon the situation in South Africa, does 
not assume that it is Mr. Chamberlain’s 
policy, but, it says: 
“If the govern­ 
ment deliberately intends the subjuga­ 
tion of the Dutch race in South Africa 
in revenge for the defeat of Dr. Jame­ 
son, it is time that Englishmen were 
up and doing.” 
The Daily News asserts that Presi­ 
dent Krueger’s original demand for an 
indemnity from the Chartered South 
African company for the Jameson raid 
was £3,000,000, but that negotiation has 
reduced it £1,500,000.

Buluwayo, April 20.—So far as the sit­ 
uation is improved here it is due to the 
departure of the enemy, which has been 
massed to the north of the tovvfn for 
several days and from which an attack 
has been almost hourly expected. 
This movement, however, brings lit­ 
tle comfort to those in Buluwayo. The 
excited manner in which the natives 
quitted their positions indicated a con­ 
fident purpose of mischief. The direc­ 
tion taken by this great body of hostile 
natives after quitting the position to th6 
north has not been learned, but it is 
feared they plan to join the rebels in 
the Matoppo hills and thus sever com­ 
munication to the southward. 
The 
lack of certainty as to the whereabouts 
and the immediate destination of the 
great mass of natives moving so near 
the town causes much dread and anxi­ 
ety. 
Cape Town, April 20.—Advices re 
ceived here from Buluwayo are that the 
numbers of the Matabeles around Bulu­ 
wayo and threatening that place con­ 
tinue to increase, so that they now form 
a formidable force. 
As a measure of 
defense against the expected attack up­ 
on the town, dynamite mines have been 
laid in the outskirts of the town and in 
the ground over which an attacking 
party would necessarily approach. An 
explosion at the moment an advancing 
horde of natives was over the mines 
would do tremendous execution among 
them. 
London, April 20.—The officers of the 
Chartered South Africa company here 
persistently represent that the situation 
at Buluwayo is not as serious as repre­ 
sented in non-official dispatches, and 
that the town is not in any real danger. 
The Chartered company announces that 
it learns that the officials of Buluwayo 
are confident that they can hold the 
town and that the town of Salisbury is 
also safe and is organizing its defense 
forces.
